From the editor's chair 

No longer the forgotten town 



SEATON has suffered some difficult days 
through the years of austerity. 

Many believed it was the forgotten town of 
East Devon, languishing behind its posh neigh¬ 
bour, Sidmouth. 

Some would even argue that had East Devon 
District Council been based in Seaton, it would 
have been a very different matter. 

But now few can deny that Seaton is defi¬ 
nitely on the up and the latest development of 
the former Grove nightclub bears testament to 
this. This week we report on the £3 million in¬ 
vestment in the town centre site where gener¬ 
ations of youngsters sowed their wild oats. 

The former nightclub and its surrounds are 
being converted into a gymnasium, possible 
high class restaurant, retail units and town 
houses. 

It is said the investment will provide “a mas¬ 
sive boost” to the economy of Seaton, so long 
starved of resources until recent years. 

A cloud of negativity hung over Seaton for so 
long after the demise of the holiday camp and 
the arrival of Tesco. Many considered the town 
to be doomed and there is no doubt that the 
town’s main shopping streets suffered badly 
during this difficult time. But with the opening 


of the £4 million Seaton Jurassic visitor attrac¬ 
tion, the continuing success of Seaton Tram¬ 
way (now a must for all visitors) and the news 
that at long last Seaton is to get a recognised 
hotel in the pending arrival of Premier Inn, the 
future is looking a lot brighter. 

No one, however, is pretending that Seaton’s 
troubles are over; the challenge of directing 
visitors into the shopping area is still very 
much on the agenda. 

Seaton Town Council and the town’s market¬ 
ing offshoot, the Seaton Town Development 
team, have worked hard in recent times to or¬ 
ganise events that will attract people to the 
shopping centre, most of which have enjoyed 
some success. 

♦ ALTHOUGH he’s been linked to David 
Cameron’s cronyism allegations, it would be 
churlish in the extreme not to congratulate 
East Devon MP Hugo Swire on his Knighthood 
in the former Prime Minister’s resignation ho¬ 
nours list.

CHARD 

Chard to benefit 
from share of £260k 
anti-flood scheme 

THE A358 at Chard is part of a £260,000 plus anti¬ 
flood scheme given the green light by Somerset 
County Council.

VOLUNTEERS are getting together to try and re¬ 
store the historic Donyatt Halt which was badly 
damaged by arsonists. 

A small committee has been formed and volun¬ 
teers have generously responded with materials 
and labour to help rebuild the waiting hut, replace 
the Donyatt Halt sign and the reprinting, framing 
and installing of an interpretation board at the old 
train platform. 

But there is still one essential piece of the Dony¬ 
att Halt refurbishment which needs to be sorted - 
the statue of Second World War evacuee Doreen 
Ash. 

Committee spokesman Donna Grabham said: 
“This was so extensively damaged by the fire that 
a complete rebuild is required. 

“The cost for this work which includes removal 
of the damaged sculpture and erection of its re¬ 
placement is £3,000. 

“Considering the original cost of the statue, we 
believe this charge is a most generous offer by the 
original sculptor Ian Edwards who is equally upset 
by the mindless damage to his work.” 

A bank account has been set up called “Let’s 
Rescue Doreen” and a collection box has been 
placed in the George pub in Donyatt. 

It was back on Wednesday, November 25th when 
arsonists set fire to a wooden shelter at the Donyatt 
Halt, which had been installed as part of a restora¬ 
tion project to bring to life the history of the former 
railway platform which had been heavily used dur- 

Council launches 
new travel website 

AN all-in-one travel website has been launched 
by Somerset County Council. 

A spokesperson for the council said: “The new 
mobile-friendly website offers live updates of un¬ 
planned travel incidents, 24-hours-a-day, seven- 
days- a-week. 

“It also has a searchable map showing details of 
all current and future planned roadworks and 
road closures in Somerset. 

“The new website is complemented by the 
(a)TravelSomerset Twitter account which provides 
live updates directly from council's traffic control 
team. 

“If you spot a problem which they're not aware 
of, you can tweet them directly so they can help 
share this with the travelling public." 

Councillor David Fothergill, Somerset County 
Council's Cabinet member for highways, added: 
1 ‘None of us want to waste our time stuck in traffic 
jams, so our goal was to provide a better, more re¬ 
liable way for drivers to find out what's going on 
out there. 

“If you know in advance about planned road¬ 
works, and are aware of any live incidents, you 
can make informed choices about how and when 
to travel, and which routes to take and which 
routes to avoid. 

“I'm really excited about Travel Somerset and 
think it is going to be incredibly useful for anyone 
who regularly uses our roads. 

‘ ‘It's also interactive, so you can get in touch with 
us through Twitter to give us live updates, which 
we can then share with the public. Hopefully this 
two-way flow of information will improve over 
time as more and more people join in, so please 
get involved and help us to help you." 

The new website also has information on buses 
and public transport, live departure boards for all 
Somerset's train stations, flight details for local 
airports, and sections on walking and cycling. 

This will continue to be developed and improved 
in future. 

When you first log on to the website, depending 
on your browser, you can choose to have live 
alerts about severe traffic incidents sent directly 
to your phone or device. The roadworks page also 
has a function allowing you to sign up for email 
alerts about planned roadworks and road clo¬ 
sures on routes of your choice.

ing the Second World War with young evacuees 
arriving in Somerset for safety away from the 
bomb-hit cities. 

The statue of Doreen Ash was created by Ian Ed¬ 
wards, of Chard, who’s own grandfather was also 
evacuated to Donyatt at the same time as Doreen. 

The restoration of Donyatt Halt was part of a 
community project between 2005 to 2009 which 
saw a group of volunteers from Ilminster, Donyatt, 
Knowle St Giles and Chard work together with 
district and parish council to link the communities 
along the disused railway line with a cycle path. 

The original Donyatt Halt was built in 1928 with 
a single platform faced with wooden sleepers and 
a small wooden waiting shelter. 

In 1940 it became part of the Taunton Stop Line 
which was built by the Army to contain any Ger¬ 
man invasion of the South West. 

The defences were 50 miles long and ran from 
Bumham-on-Sea on the Bristol Channel to Seaton 
on the English Channel comprising of a continu¬ 
ous line of anti-tank obstacles with pillboxes and 
road blocks. 

Between Ilminster and Chard it followed the 
Great Western Railway branch and is a prominent 
feature of Donyatt Halt with the anti-tank obstacles 

- large blocks of concrete known as dragon’s teeth 

- still visible thanks to the heritage project, which 
received National Lottery funding, uncovering 
them from overgrown vegetation as part of the 
restoration. 

Boathouse uncovered 
at local nature reserve 

VOLUNTEERS at the Chard Reservoir Local Nature 
Reserve are uncovering an old boathouse which 
was probably built in the late Victorian times. 

But visitors to the reserve - which is managed 
by South Somerset District Council - are being 
asked not to get too close. 

“The stonework is very unstable so visitors 
should stay away from the edge," said a state¬ 
ment on the Chard Reservoir's social media page. 

But now the countryside rangers and volunteers 
at the reservoir are appealing for anyone with in¬ 
formation about the former boathouse or the 
reservoir in general. 

“If anyone has any historical information or old 
photos regarding any aspect of the reservoir we 
would be very interested," said the spokesman.

Explaining the reasons behind his latest challenge, 
Less said: “Early in the morning of January 11th, 18- 
year-old Ashton was commuting to work on his little 
lOOcc motorcycle when he was knocked off it by 
someone who pulled her car out straight in front of 
him. 

“There were a couple of soldiers out running who 
were straight on the scene. They called for an ambu¬ 
lance and Ashton was rushed to Yeovil Hospital, but 
as he had a major brain injury he was transferred im¬ 
mediately to Southmead Hospital in Bristol. 

“Ashton had a number of breakages in his body and 
a punctured lung, which they were able to fix while 
he was sedated. Unfortunately, his brain injury was 
so severe that we were given the worst news you 
could ever hear - the doctors didn’t really expect Ash¬ 
ton to come out of it or, if he did, he would most 
likely be bed-ridden. 

“You just don’t expect a thing like this to happen to 
your family, especially with someone of Ashton’s 
young age.” 

For six weeks, Lee and family members travelled 
to Southmead Hospital every day to be at Ashton’s 
bedside. As the weeks went on, Ashton was moved 
out of the Intensive Care Unit and into a specialist 
neurological ward where, although still asleep, he 


started to show some positive signs - his hands were 
twitching and his toes started moving. 

Lee described it as “some sort of miracle”. 

He added: “From where he was to where he is now, 
is amazing. From the doctors saying that Ashton 
would never walk or be conscious, I would say he is 
now about 80 per cent recovered. 

“He’s now walking, swimming and doing rehab at 
the gym - although he gets tired by the end of the day 
or if there is too much going on around him. Ashton 
also got his voice back, so he can talk now.” 

Ashton is delighted to be at home with his family 
where he is being cared for by an outreach specialist 
team from South Petherton Community Hospital. The 
team provide physiotherapy and ‘brain-training’ ses¬ 
sions, and assess him regularly. 

In order to raise road safety awareness and save 
lives, Lee’s fundraising team will use only their own 
strength and determination to haul Ashton’s twisted 
motorbike for 47 miles along the B-roads, from the 
crash-site in Yeovilton to where his life was saved in 
Southmead Hospital. 

Lee will be joined by his friends Del Tyler, Grant 
Evans, A1 Wilson, Jim Coulter, Martin Burton, Brian 
Hardy, Jon Hardy, Mac Dowden, Ashley Williamson, 
Reece Chesterman, Katherine Lowson and Charlotte 
Gundry on the haul from Yeovilton to Southmead. 

Lee and his friends are also undertaking this chal¬ 
lenge as a way to express their deep gratitude to the 
organisations who have cared for Ashton and helped 
him to get better - the League of Friends of South 
Petherton Hospital, Southmead Hospital and the brain 
injury charity, Headways.

Chard author recognised for 
book written after losing baby 


A MOTHER who has suffered the heartbreak of 
losing a baby has put pen to paper and had her 
first book published - and now she has been 
nominated for an award 

Chard resident Julz Scott began writing down 
her thoughts when she was pregnant and, at 
Melody's early birth at 26 weeks, she found it 
helped her progress into the neonatal journey 
which was anticipated to be 100 days. 

But sadly it only lasted 35 and changed to a jour¬ 
ney of child bereavement. 

Julz's first book, “Mayflower's Rainbow", has 
helped her cope with this terrible loss. 

“I found writing an easier outlet, especially 
when the support offered to me thinned out," she 
said. 

“Here began our grief journey, and eventually 
led on to my next pregnancy. Through writing my 
book, I knew our experience with grief wouldn't 
be stopping with a new baby, so I turned to blog¬ 
ging too - it became a way of saying things out 
loud, particularly if I was having a bad day." 

Julz, with the help of Becky Scott and the Rev¬ 
erend Sue Tucker at St Mary's Church, has also 
recently set up a Pregnancy and Infant Loss Sup¬ 
port Group, Melody's Voices. 

This is a monthly support group for parents who 
would like to meet others who have been through 
similar experiences. They meet on the first Tues¬ 
day of the month at 7.30pm in the grounds of St 
Mary's Church, Chard. 

“Mayflower's Rainbow" is available in Chard 
Bookshop in Pig Lane, off Holyrood Street, priced

Amanda Broom, who works part-time in the 
bookshop and is also a councillor on South Som¬ 
erset District Council, said: “Julz's way of coping 
with her own family tragedy has led to something 
quite incredible, raw emotion encapsulated in not 
just a book, but blogs and now a support group, it 
started as a way to help Julz cope, but now is there 
to help others too.

Council warns of bogus callers 


RESIDENTS in Somerset have been put 
on bogus caller alert after several reports 
of cold callers pretending to be from 
Somerset County Council. 

Bogus calls are being made by a person 
saying they are from Somerset County 
Council, claiming to be working in con¬ 
junction with the NHS investigating ac¬ 
cidents. 

“Let me be clear, this is not a Somerset 
County Council employee,” said Coun¬ 
cillor David Hall, Somerset County 
Council’s Cabinet member responsible 
for Devon and Somerset Trading Stan¬ 
dards. 

He added: “Please, if you receive a call 
which sounds similar to this one, don’t 


give out any personal details and end the 
call right away.” 

Bogus calls can be reported to Devon 
and Somerset Trading Standards via the 
Citizens Advice Consumer Service on 
03454 040506, or contact Action Fraud 
on 0300 123 2040. Speaking out can help 
combat this scammer. 

“We are anxious for people not to be 
caught out, so please be on your guard for 
this, or any other bogus caller,” added 
Councillor Hall. 

Trading Standards advises you to ask 
yourself the following questions to oiden- 
tify a bogus caller - if you can answer 
‘yes’ to any of these questions, there is a 
good chance someone is trying to scam 


you, in which case you should hang up. 

• Was the offer unsolicited? 

• Do I have to respond straight away? 

• Do I have to ring a premium rate num¬ 
ber? 

• Do I have to give my bank or credit 
card details? 

• Is the business reluctant to give their 
address or contact details? 

• Am I being asked to keep it confiden¬ 
tial? 

• Does it look too good to be true?

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FOR those visitors who may be a little confused by aviation jargon and who aren’t 
sure what to expect at ‘Wings & Wheels’, it’s really quite simple. The event is a 
‘Fly-in’ and not an Air Show, Air Day, Air Festival or Flying Display. So the best 
advice is to always ‘expect the unexpected’. Think of it as a Classic Car Show 
with wings and you’ll be about right. There is no pre-set timetable and it’s ‘non- 
PPR’ (Prior Permission Required). That is even more jargon which simply means 
that the pilots can just turn up and request permission to join. They do not have 
to pre-book and reserve a slot. Of course air-traffic do appreciate a call in advance 
but it’s not essential... .this can really help pilots if they see a nice bright day for 
flying and want to go somewhere different. So there are no strictly timed displays 
and the next aircraft to drop in over the threshold could be a modern home-build, 
an ex-World War Two spotter or a unique survivor from the 1930s. 

There are many such events all over the world and the UK’s summer calendar 
is full of them. But the Henstridge team and their colleagues from the former 
‘Vintage Flying’ organisation think that have an ace up their sleeve. ‘Wings &

Tips to keep your dog safe at the beach 


IF you are lucky enough to live near the sea or 
are planning a trip to the beach with your dog, 
here are some tips to make sure you all stay 
^ safe. 

• Don’t assume your dog can swim. All dogs 
have to learn to swim just like us. Some breeds 
are naturally strong swimmers, but other breeds 
(such as corgis and pugs) are not. If your dog 
is not used to swimming then the sea is not the 
place to start, so make sure he doesn’t get out 
• of his depth.

• For some reason dogs do drink salt water, but it 
doesn’t do them any good and can make them 
vomit, or worse lead to potentially fatal salt poi¬ 
soning. Signs of salt poisoning in dogs are vomit¬ 
ing, diarrhoea, loss of appetite , lethargy, walking 
drunk, abnormal fluid accumulation within the 
body, excessive thirst or urination, potential injury 
to the kidneys, tremors, seizures, coma, and even 
death when untreated. Discourage your dog from 
drinking sea water by providing plenty of fresh 
water and not over exercising on the beach in the 
heat. 

• Ingesting sand can lead to sand impaction, a med¬ 
ical condition where parts of the intestines are 
blocked by the sand. Vomiting is the most common 
side effect; dogs may also lose their appetites, have 
abdominal pain or become lethargic. Seek urgent 
veterinary advice if you think your dog may have 
eaten a lot of sand. 

• Consider a life vest if you are planning to swim, 
sail or surf with your dog. You can buy life vests 
for dogs of all sizes. Waves and currents can 
quickly exhaust your dog, especially in cold water. 
Some life vests also have a handle on the back, 
making it easy for you to lift your dog out of the 
water. 

• Apply sunscreen to your dog- especially for dogs 
with thin or pale fur and apply to areas such as the 
nose and ears. 

• Don’t forget poo bags so you can clean up after 
your dog. 

• Make sure your dog has a collar, ID tag and is 
micro chipped, just in case he gets lost. 

• Don’t overdo it. Running on sand is more tiring 
than on grass, so don’t expect your dog to be able 
to run and play for as long as he might on his nor¬ 
mal walk and start slowly, giving him time to warm 
up. 

• Make sure your dog has a shady area to rest in 
and remember that sand can be scorching on paws 
on a hot day so make sure you have a blanket for 
them to lie down on. 

• Be careful to avoid heat stroke - watch for signs 
of overheating such as excessive panting, drooling, 
coordination problems, vomiting and/or diarrhoea 
and collapse. 

• If your dog suffers from arthritis or other joint 
conditions limit the amount of time he spends 
swimming in cold water. He may think it is great 
fun at the time, but he will probably be very stiff 
and sore the following day. They can also get tail 
strain from using their tail as a rudder when swim¬ 
ming, which can be very painful. 

• At the end of the day check your dog over thor¬ 
oughly for cuts and scrapes, rinse him thoroughly 
to remove salt and sand from his coat and paws and 
dry him to ensure he does not get chilled.

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TAYLOR AND HIS TECHNICOLOUR DREAM HOME 


Ask Will Taylor to describe 
his home decor and his an¬ 
swer is unhesitating: sea-in¬ 
spired style with a touch of sunshine. 

"I'm often at my happiest by the ocean with salty, 
windswept hair, barefoot, with sand between my toes, 
and nothing to crowd my mind beyond the endless roll 
call of blue hues. I like to use these dreamy experiences 
and blue pool tones to inform the decor of my own in¬ 
terior space," explains the author of the gloriously illus¬ 
trated Dream Decor: Styling a Cool, Creative and 
Comfortable Home, Wherever You Live. 

The book opens the door to beautiful spaces throughout 
the world, as well as his own home. 

Taylor's design ethos certainly explains why his apart¬ 
ment is more evocative of a Mediterranean sunspot than 
its actual urban London setting. 

Brilliant white walls are the perfect backdrop for cheer¬ 
ful splashes of colour provided by collections of framed 
prints, and there's an array of vivid accessories, from 
lamps to vases. 

"Blue and white is one of my absolute favourite colour 
combinations and nowhere is it more crisp and vital than 
in the jewel-bright setting between the Mediterranean 
and the Aegean Sea," he enthuses. 

"Combining these shades in varying degrees of intensity 
is often a winner for decor, whatever shade of blue you 
choose for your keynote - whether its deep and cocoon¬ 
ing indigo, or refreshing sky blue. 

"Also, when I'm working on a scheme, I always try to 
bring a touch of sunshine to each room with an injection 
of yellow.

NISSAN Motor Co., Ltd. today 
revealed the world's first 
Solid Oxide Fuel-Cell (SOFC)- 
powered prototype vehicle in 
Brazil that runs on bio-ethanol 
electric power. 

The breakthrough model, an 
all-new light-commercial vehi¬ 
cle, can rely on multiple fuels, 
including ethanol and natural 
gas, to produce high-efficiency 
electricity as a power source. 

Nissan president and CEO 
Carlos Ghosn said: “The e-Bio 
Fuel-Cell offers eco-friendly 
transportation and creates op¬ 
portunities for regional energy 
production...all the while sup¬ 
porting the existing infrastruc¬ 
ture. In the future, the e-Bio 
Fuel-Cell will become even more 
user-friendly. Ethanol-blended 
water is easier and safer to han¬ 
dle than most other fuels. With¬ 


out the need to create new in¬ 
frastructure, it has great poten¬ 
tial to drive market growth." 

The fuel cell prototype forms 
part of Nissan’s ongoing com¬ 
mitment to the development of 
zero-emission vehicles and 
new automotive technologies 
including autonomous drive 
systems and connectivity. Nis¬ 
san already sells the world's 
highest-volume zero-emission 
car, the LEAF, and is pioneering 
Intelligent Mobility systems 
that will be deployed in a range 
of vehicles over coming years.
